Flowering Shrubs 


Hydrangea P. G.: The famous old hydrangea that is unexcelled for showy summer 
effect when grown as hedges, specimens, or in shrub borders. The large clus- 
ters of pinkish flowers appear in summer and gradually change to bronze in fall.

OR beauty in the garden, nothing takes the place of flowering trees.

Bechtel’s Double Flowering Crab: Most famous of the flowering crabapples. Flow- 
ers are large, applebtossom pink, double, and fragrant.
